Hard and Soft Water for Cooking. 
I 


The effects of hard aud soft waier OB ' 


different vegetables vary materially. Peas '. 
and beads cooked in hard water, contain- 
in" lime or gypsum, will not boil tender,' 
because these substances harden vegetable 
casein. 
In soft water they boil tender, 


and lose a certain rank raw taste which 
they retain iu hard water. 
Many vegeta- 


bles (as onions) boil nearly tasteless in soft 
water because all the flavor is dissolved out. 
The addition of salt often checks this, (as 
in the case of oniocs,) causing the vegeta- 
bles to retain the peculiar flavoring prin- 
ciples, besides 
much nutritious 
matter 


which might be lost in soft water. Thus 
it appears that salt hardens the water to a 
degree. 
For extracting the juices of meat 


to make broth or soup, soft water, unsalted 
and cold at first, is best, fur it much more 
readily pcnetiates the tissues ; but for boil- 
ing meat where the juices should be retain- 
ed, hard water or soft water salted is pre- 
ferable, and the meat should be put in

$500,000. '- The loss ou the coal oil is es- 
timated at §75,000. Of the total IOSP only 
about one third is insured, acd the insu- 
rance is principally upon the real estate. 
The Fire Association and the Franklin In- 
surance are the heaviest losers. A number 
of families lost their savings, ranging from 
$5 to §3,000.
